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Man, 50, guilty of 
murdering friend 


A MAN has been found 
guilty of the murder of 
his best friend during a 
“drunken incident” in 
Mildenhall last Decem¬ 
ber. 

Andrew Turner, 50, 
of Pembroke Close in 
Mildenhall, stabbed Paul 
Bone, 40, of Trinity Ave¬ 
nue in Mildenhall, during 
a scuffle on December 20. 

The court heard he 
stabbed him so hard in 
the chest that it broke a 
rib and entered his heart. 

He died at the scene. 

During the week-long 
trial at Ipswich Crown 
Court, the jury heard that 
Turner, his partner Julie 
Salmon and Mr Bone had 
met at Turner’s address to 
have a “few drinks before 
Christmas”. 

But after an altercation, 
Mr Bone was stabbed by 
Turner with a six-inch 
bladed knife. 

Turner told a police of¬ 
ficer he had attacked Mr 
Bone because he had as¬ 
saulted his partner and 
tried to rape her.

The blade of the knife 
was found beside Mr 
Bone’s body, while the 
handle was found in the 
kitchen of the house. 

The knife punc¬ 
tured his heart and Mr 
Bone also had “defence 
wounds” to his hands. 

Mr Bone was found 
collapsed in the doorway 
of the house by a neigh¬ 
bour who called the po¬ 
lice. 

On the path outside 
the front door of the 
three-bedroom house, 
Turner’s partner Julie 
Salmon appeared to be 
giving “drunken CPR” to 
Mr Bone and lifting his 
head up and down in an 
apparent attempt to re¬ 
vive him, according to a 
witness. 

Turner was initially ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of at¬ 
tempted murder and, af¬ 
ter the death of Mr Bone 
was confirmed by para¬ 
medics, the charge was 
changed to suspected 


murder. 

A post mortem con¬ 
firmed that Mr Bone had 
died as a result of a single 
stab wound. 

Yesterday afternoon, 
Turner was found guilty 
of murder by the jury at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 

Detective Inspector 
Kevin Hayward, from the 
Joint Norfolk and Suf¬ 
folk Major Investigation 
Team, said: “This was a 
tragic incident where a 
night of celebration just 
before Christmas led to 
an argument between 
two friends that resulted 
in one losing their life. 

“Hopefully the result 
at court and the eventual 
sentencing of Turner will 
give some form of closure 
for Paul Bone’s family 

“We would like to thank 
all those people who as¬ 
sisted us with this investi¬ 
gation, particularly those 
living locally in Milden¬ 
hall who came forward 
with information.” 

Turner will be sen¬ 
tenced in court today

PROTESTORS are gath¬ 
ering at Warren Hill this 
morning for a demon¬ 
stration against the pro¬ 
posed Hatchfield Farm 
development. 

The Newmarket Horse¬ 
men’s Group, repre¬ 
senting the horseracing 
industry, are demonstrat¬ 
ing over the 400-home 
proposal, which they say 
is “considered a threat 
to the future health of 
the racing industry and 
therefore the local econ¬ 
omy”. A spokesperson 
said: “Racing is responsi¬ 
ble for a direct and posi¬ 
tive economic impact 
of more than £200m to 
the local economy and 
is responsible for 8,500 
jobs in a 25 mile radius of 
Newmarket.” 

Previously, chairman 
William Gittus has said: 
“Newmarket is a unique 
environment and, as 
such, should be protect¬ 
ed. 

“The priority for any 
housing development 
should be first and fore¬ 
most to house those 
working in the town, and 
not to provide unsustain¬ 
able homes for people 
working in Cambridge or 
further afield.” 

The final decision on 
Hatchfield Farm will be 
made on Wednesday, July 
2 .

Town could get 
a health guide 


NEWMARKET could be set 
to receive its own health di¬ 
rectory, providing a guide to 
local services and making 
them more accessible for 
residents. 

The NHS West Suffolk 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group (WSCCG) is currently 
looking into creating the di¬ 
rectory for Newmarket and 
also Mildenhall, which will 
give a “comprehensive guide 
to locally available health 
services and leisure facilities, 
local authorities and emer¬ 
gency services”. 

It is hoped the guides 
will replicate the success 
of the directory which was 
launched in Haverhill at the 
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end of last year. 

Dr Christopher Browning, 
chariman of the WSCCG, 
said: “We would like peo¬ 
ple to tell us what informa¬ 
tion should be included in 
our planned series of health 
guides. 

“The health guide has 
proved popular in Haverhill, 
which is why we want to ex¬ 
tend the directory to other 
West Suffolk towns.” 

The WSCCG would like 
to speak to local residents 
to get their views on other 
health reviews. 

They are seeking views on 


how urgent care services can 
be designed so care is availa¬ 
ble when it’s needed, includ¬ 
ing the 111 service and out of 
hours GPs. 

They would also like to 
identify how a more “joined 
up” system can work. 

Dr Browning added: “I 
would encourage as many 
people as possible to tell us 
how we can redesign health 
and social services to make 
them really work for local 
people.”

Cllr Rachel Hood also 
asked that, if the Hatchfield 
Farm development is 
approved, a trial of traffic 
lights on the A14 and A142 
junction goes ahead, as 
traffic issues were also a 
major concern of councillors.

£1M awarded 
to develop arts 
in the region 


THE district of Forest Heath 
will be benefiting from al¬ 
most £1,000,000 to promote 
art and culture in the area 
thanks to a grant from Arts 
Council England.

“Through a relatively low 
contribution of our own, 
we have been able to secure 
this funding which will allow

Hedley Swain, area direc¬ 
tor for the south east from 
Arts Council England, said: 
“Creative people and plac¬ 
es is designed to empower 
communities to take the lead 
in shaping local arts provi¬ 
sion. While increasing par¬ 
ticipation from those in the 
local area, these projects will 
have a real impact in attract¬ 
ing new people to the arts.

Council support 
will be reviewed 


CUTS to council tax support grants 
(CTSG), which will see Newmarket 
town council lose almost £30,000 in 
funding, is set to be reviewed earlier 
than planned. 

After a four-year plan was put for¬ 
ward last year to phase out CTSGs, 
the plan is now set to be reviewed in 
2015/16. 

Plans to cut funding meant 
Mildenhall was set to lose £40,031.70 
in funding and Newmarket was set 
to lose £54,344.44. 

With an earlier review, the council 
will be losing a smaller £27,172.22, 
which they say has already been 
budgeted for. 

Town clerk Isabelle Barratt said: 
“We have budgeted for cuts and it 
being cut by a third each year has 
given us time to fill that hole, rather 
than cutting by £54,000 all at once.” 

In 2013/14, Newmarket received 
£54,344. This year, 2014/15, this has 
been cut to £40,758. In 2015/16, this 
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amount will be cut again to £27,172. 

Ms Barratt added: “From budget¬ 
ing accordingly, we were forced to 
look at redundancies. The coun¬ 
cil has also looked at what services 
could be cut. 

“We have taken our website in 
house. We have changed various 
utility contracts including gas and 
electrics. The redundancy was two¬ 
fold. The council wanted to increase 
the effectiveness and workload of 
the staff. 

“Various changes make various 
savings to see us through for the four 
years without having to increase 
precepts. 

“We have made enough savings to 
fill that hole and see us through until 
it is reviewed in future.” 

Leader of FHDC Cllr lames Waters 
and West Suffolk MP Matthew Han¬ 


cock have both welcomed the news. 

Cllr Waters said: “Town and par¬ 
ish councils are woking really hard 
in these tough times with their com¬ 
munities to deliver events and ser¬ 
vices. 

“We have given them funding cer¬ 
tainty for this year and next so they 
can plan for the future, and Forest 
Heath’s localities budgets, which 
give our councillors opportunities to 
fund local projects, are making a real 
difference in communities.” 

MP Matthew Hancock added: “I 
am delighted by this breakthrough 
for local people. 

“I have followed the issue of coun¬ 
cil tax closely, doing everything I can 
to help local families with the cost of 
living. 

“I now hope the review can ensure 
that, within what is a tough spend¬ 
ing environment, all councils can 
live within their means and freeze 
council tax.”

THE much-discussed red 
and blue pillars outside De 
Niro’s and The Gym Bar in 
Newmarket have been re¬ 
painted by its owners. 

The building, which For¬ 
est Heath District Coun¬ 
cil (FHDC) describe as a 
“prominent feature”, is in the 
town’s conservation area. 

The red and blue paint¬ 
work was deemed “out of 
keeping and detrimental to 
the character of the general 
street scene and area” by the 
council. 

And Dawn Kelly, man¬ 
aging director of The Gym 
sports bar, said staff “weren’t 
keen” either. 

She said: “Before we first 
painted them, it sounded 
a lot nicer than it was. We 
thought the colour might 
die down a bit but it didn’t. 

“Because of the World 
Cup, we thought it would 
look nice red, white and blue 
but it didn’t.” 

Over the last week, the pil¬ 
lars have been repainted. 

The move was welcomed 
by the Town Council. At a 
meeting on Monday, mayor 
Rachel Hood said: “The resi¬ 
dents were besieging the 
Town Council offices with 
complaints. Very often peo¬ 
ple are not bothered enough 
about something to come 
into the Town Council but 
on this occasion they were. 

“The owners decided they 
were fed up with the com¬ 
plaints so they painted it.”

FHDC’s “comprehensive 
review” of Newmarket said 
the “attractive town centre” 
was “spoilt by a number of 
unauthorised activities”. 

Council leader Cllr James 
Waters said: “Newmarket 


is an important and attrac¬ 
tive retail centre and the 
Council had received lots of 
complaints about this issue. 
Residents and neighbouring 
businesses were not happy 
with the red paintwork. 

“The conservation area 
exists to protect the appear¬ 
ance of the area to the ben¬ 
efit of those who live, visit 
and work there. 

“I am pleased that the 
owners of De Niro’s have re¬ 
acted positively to our inter¬ 
vention.”

It will be licenced to sell cheap 
alcohol between the hours 0600 
to 2300 seven days a week, yet 
the town council and police are 
always voicing their concerns about 
the rising alcohol-fuelled incidents 
within and along the High Street. 
Local High Street pubs, some of 
which are struggling to make ends 
meet must also be concerned and 
these are the establishments where 
"controlled" drinking is permitted. 
From my focus as a Taxi driver I 
can only see more confrontation as 
Tesco shoppers, along with fast food 
customers, park on the Taxi rank 


to use these outlets. Will vehicles 
delivering to the proposed store 
go to the rear of the building or for 
convenience park on the rank? Will 
more controls be implemented to 
prevent this? 

Is it too late to ask the council to 
rethink the granting of permission 
for this type of retail outlet that 
from my focus is in the wrong place, 
not needed and is detrimental to 
local traders. 

Is too late for Tesco to rethink this 
proposed outlet; they already have 
a presence in Newmarket - why do 
they feel the need to increase their 
footprint with a High Street shop?

John decided to take on 
the challenge after losing his 
father, Owen, to a brain tu¬ 
mour in February. 

He said he had done the 
challenge for anyone who 
was going through some¬ 
thing similar. 

John, who works as a let- 
tercutter apprentice at The 
Cardozo Kindersley Work¬ 
shop in Victoria Road, is al¬ 
ready a keen cyclist. 

He said: “Cycling is my 
hobby but I felt like I needed 
to push the boat out. 

“A lot of people might do 
100 miles because they don’t 
cycle but I do that on the 
weekend anyway. 

“I didn’t want to ask for 
money for something I 
could just do so I wanted to 
attempt this ride.” 

Cheered on by his grand¬ 
parents, who are also keen 
cyclers, family and friends, 
John started his challenge 
opposite The Boot Inn on 
Brinkley Road in Dulling¬ 
ham. 

He added: “It went well. 
There was a period between 
about 4am and 5am where 
it got tough because it was 
cold. 

“The route turned out to 
be difficult and very hilly. 
But I survived. My legs are a 


bit tender and I feel like I’ve 
done something but overall I 
feel good since.” 

For the entire 24 hours, 
John was surrounded by 
family and friends, who 
camped on the village green, 
and provided him with sup¬ 
port and snacks - with some 
even doing a burst of cycling 
by his side. 

John said: “The atmos¬ 
phere was amazing.

Review not over, 
says U S Air Force

OFFICIALS at RAF 
Lakenheath and RAF 
Mildenhall have warned 
the bases are not yet safe 
from closure during the 
US department of de¬ 
fence’s reviews. 

In last week’s paper, 
the News reported that 
the bases had been saved 
from being closed. 

However, officials at 
the bases have said that 
this is only the first wave 
of the review, which has 
so far seen an unused 
ammunition storage 
annexe closed at the 
Mildenhall site. 


A spokesperson for the 
US Air Force said: “The 
Office of the Secretary 
of Defence announced 
21 small infrastructure 
changes prior to the 
completion of the full 
European Infrastructure 
Consolodation review, 
and the ammunition 
storage facility at RAF 
Mildenhall was identi¬ 
fied as an unused facility 
that could be returned to 
the host nation. 

“These closures are the 
first under the larger EIC 
umbrella. 

“It is unclear if the 
study will identify addi¬ 
tional areas for consoli¬ 


dation and savings, and 
it is premature to discuss 
specifics until the pro¬ 
cess is complete.” 

The threat of closure 
of the bases, particularly 
RAF Lakenheath, was 
first apparent in March, 
after a report by think- 
tank RAND Corporation 
suggested cost-cutting 
measures in Europe. 

The newest report has 
said the Suffolk bases 
provide a “tangible com¬ 
mitment” to the US 
European Command’s 
(USEUCOM) defence. 

However, the process 
of deciding on closures is 
not over. 


The spokesperson 
added: “The EIC process 
is still ongoing, and there 
is potential for changes 
to be made to U.S. facili¬ 
ties at RAF Lakenheath 
and RAF Mildenhall in 
the future.” 

In its current state, 
the base costs the US Air 
Force about $211 mil¬ 
lion to run. Both bases 
contribute an estimated 
£500 million annually to 
the local economy. 

Lakenheath is home 
to 5,000 servicemen and 
women and 2,000 civil¬ 
ians, and Mildenhall to 
3,000 military and more 
than 3,500 civilians. 


Landlord 
fined for 
unsafe 
house 

THE landlord of a house in 
Newmarket has been fined 
£4,500 for allowing his ten¬ 
ants to live in an unsafe 
property. 

Russell Price, of 18a Lis¬ 
burn Road in Newmar¬ 
ket, appeared in Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates 
Court on Monday, lune 16 
charged with breaching an 
Emergency Prohibition Or¬ 
der (EPO). 

The order meant that oc¬ 
cupying the property was 
prevented by any person 
because of an “imminent 
risk to health and safety”. 

The order was issued by 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil (FHDC). 

Despite this, in an in¬ 
vestigation by the public 
health and housing team, 
tenants were found to be 
living in the building. 

On lune 13 2013, a war¬ 
rant was executed by an 
Environmental Health Of¬ 
ficer and the police. 

It then became appar¬ 
ent that three people were 
occupying the town centre 
property as three separate 
tenants. 

Price was fined £4,500 
for the breach when he ap¬ 
peared in Bury Magistrates 
Court last Monday. 

He was also ordered to 
pay court costs of £1,500 
and a victim surcharge of 
£125. 

Councillor Rona Burt, 
FHDC’s cabinet member 
for housing, said: “This 
prosecution sends out a 
clear message that we will 
use all of the legal provi¬ 
sions available to ensure 
properties are safe and ten¬ 
ants are protected.”

Byford, who has moved on to the 
position of Superintendent Opera¬ 
tions. 

Supt Mason was previously in¬ 
spector for Haverhill, but moved to 
Ipswich in 2011 to work as the Safer 


Neighbourhood Team inspector. 

He said: “This is a massive new 
challenge for me. 

“The West of the county is a large 
geographical area with diverse 
policing needs from vibrant town 
centres to far reaching rural com¬ 
munities. 

“Suffolk is a really safe place to be 
but I also know people need to feel 
safe so I will ensure we have a high¬ 
ly visible police presence in our 
communities and that the service 


we deliver is of the highest quality. 

“I really want the public to have 
confidence in Suffolk Constabulary 
to keep them safe and that if they 
do have an interaction with us in 
any way they are left feeling really 
satisfied that we have done a good 
job.

A PORCUPINE that nearly went 
blind after a domestic bust-up has 
had its sight saved by local animal 
experts. 

Mwoiba, a 10-year-old female por¬ 
cupine at Chessington World of Ad¬ 
ventures, suffered eye damage after 
an ‘argument’ with her mate. 

Keepers at the zoo noticed the 
creature’s eye had become blurry, 
and contacted experts at the Animal 
Health Trust near Newmarket for ad¬ 
vice. 

A cataract was suspected, and 
the African animal was taken to the 
trust’s Kentford HQ for investigation. 

On arrival, Claudia Hartley, head 
of small animal ophthalmology at 
the trust, soon discovered Mwoiba 
was in no mood to be inspected. 

She said: “She continually gave a 
defiant rattle of her spines as a warn¬ 
ing to us all to ‘watch our step’.” 

In order to carry out the exami¬ 
nation, and any potential surgery, 
the porcupine had to be anaesthe¬ 
tised, and then intubated - a diffi¬ 
cult procedure carried out by Steve 
Philp from the International Zoo Vet 
Group. 

Claudia was then able to perform 
an ocular ultrasound - a vital proce¬ 
dure pinpointing the exact damage 
to the eye. 


She said: “We could see that she 
had suffered a severe trauma to her 
left eye. 

“We suspected she had incurred 
this whilst arguing with her house¬ 
mate, and had suffered a perforating 
trauma, perhaps from one of their 
threatening spines.” 

Fortunately for the animal, its ret¬ 
ina had not become detached dur¬ 
ing the scuffle - which would have 
meant permanent blindness - and 
Claudia was able to operate and re¬ 


move the cataract. 

Now, seven weeks after the sur¬ 
gery, the porcupine has been re¬ 
introduced to her mate and is on 
medication. 

Claudia said: “We’re thrilled to see 
that vision has returned to Mwoiba’s 
left eye again, and we hear from her 
handlers that she is back in rude 
health. 

“She is a real character, and we at 
the AHT are all thrilled to have been 
able to help her see clearly again.”

There are some inevitable 
downsides too. Vinyl can get 
scuffed and scratched and it will 
deteriorate eventually, especially 
at the edges, where it 
tends to curl up over 
time. You have to be 
careful not to tear a 
vinyl floor - dragging 
a fridge across it, for 
example, is a recipe for 
disaster. Vinyl can also 
be damaged by extreme 
temperatures, and fad¬ 
ed by sunlight. 

That said though, 
vinyl is clearly still a 
good choice for many 
homes; and if you 
agree, here’s how to go 
about it. 

Before you fit the vi¬ 
nyl, it’s important to 
ensure that the sub¬ 
floor is as clean, dry 
and flat as possible 
- vinyl will show up 
lumps, bumps and 
other imperfections. 
If the sub-floor’s con¬ 
crete, you can use the 
Artex Easifix Floor Re¬ 
pair Kit (£12.98, B&Q) 
to fill any cracks and 
holes. Floors that are 
higher in some places 
and lower in others 
can be improved with 
self-levelling com¬ 
pound, which is avail¬ 
able from DIY stores. 

To prepare a floor¬ 
board sub-floor, begin 
by knocking down any 
protruding nails with 
a hammer and nail 
punch. Screw down 
any loose boards, 
checking first that 
there aren’t any cables 
or pipes underneath. 
Floorboards have a 
tendency to move, so 
the more secure you 
can make them, the 
better. 

Once the floor¬ 
boards are secure, fix 
hardboard on top to 
provide a good surface 
on which to lay the vi-

“Sharnia has been hospitalised a num¬ 
ber of times for kidney infections and 
uncontrollable overall infections.” 

Now Martine is fundraising for the 
clinic, and has been kindly supported 
by Cllr Michael Allen. She said: “Lupus 
is such a horrible illness and there’s not 
enough support there. There are very few 
clinics in the country which specialise so 
people come from far and wide. 

“We spend a lot of time there and we 
would love to do something to make that 
time more comfortable for people.”

Newmarket Carnival 
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Bullies made me tougher... I 
can cope with much more now 



Badly bullied and severely weakened by swine flu, teenager 
Saffra Monteiro turned to writing as an escape - and is now 
a published author. She tells Emma Higginbotham her story. 


PETITE and pale-skinned, Saffra Monteiro is 
almost doll-like in her prettiness. With her 
flowing hair and delicate features, she’s regularly 
called upon for modelling assignments, and just 
so happens to be a published author too: her first 
novel, Destiny Falls, came out earlier this year. 

But the half-Portuguese 19-year-old, who lives in 
Swaffham Prior with her parents and older 
brother, has a backstory that would make a book 
in itself. Badly bullied at school and still weak 
from a devastating illness, she spends much of her 
time alone. 

“I’m not a normal teenager; I don’t drink alcohol 
and, with my health issues, I’ve never gone out 
and partied,” says Saffra. “I’m a bit of a recluse 
really. I’d rather sit in a room and write by myself 
with my own characters; characters that I know 
aren’t going to start being nasty to me.” 

Saffra was 14 when the bullying began. “It was a 
gang of girls who just had it in for me,” she says. 
“They just absolutely couldn’t stand me. 

“I was much chubbier back then, so it could have 
been to do with that, and I was a bit of a teacher’s 
pet; I’ve always got good grades. My mum said 
‘You’re quite pretty too, and girls get jealous’.” 

It started with name-calling - “They’d call me 
show-off, bitch, teacher’s pet, and say ‘Oh, you 
think you’re so cool’” - but over the course of two 
years the abuse became ever more physical. “They 
tried pushing me in the road, would pull my hair, 
push me in the corridor, rip up my essays, and 
they kicked my leg, over and over again. 

“I talked to my mum, but I started getting so 
depressed that I would come home and just eat 
lots of rubbish food, and then I’d just sit and cry. I 
felt like it was my fault I was being bullied, and it 
didn’t take long before I started self-harming. 

“I’d knock my arms against the wall, then I 
started using razors: I would just pick at my arms, 
taking out little chunks of my skin. I thought it was 


going to make me feel better. But it didn’t, and I 
stopped very quickly, after about a week. Also my 
mum found out; she was devastated and that 
made me so upset. Anything that upsets my mum, 
I will stop, no matter what it is.” 

Instead, Saffra turned to more creative ways to 
express her sadness. “I started writing whatever 
came into my head at the time; I used to write 
poems about pain and bullying, and do little 
drawings of girls with tears and cut arms. 

“It helped me. It’s kind of like therapy, isn’t it? 
And I was in an acting group through secondary 
school, which probably saved me because I loved 
everyone in the group. It was just a way to escape.” 

Yet the bullying continued. “Fourteen all the way 
to 16 was just hell, and I had lots of thoughts about 
killing myself,” says Saffra. “I had nightmares, I 
didn’t sleep. I was scared. It was like being in a 
prison and I couldn’t wait to leave.” 

Hoping for a fresh start, Saffra began her A-levels 
at Long Road in 2010. But her new-found 
happiness didn’t last long: “On Christmas Eve, I 
went to see my doctor and get some routine 
medication, and this guy next to me just coughed 
and spluttered all over me. The next day, 

Christmas Day, I collapsed and had a fit.” 

It transpired that Saffra had contracted swine 
flu, “and I don’t remember anything for four weeks 
after that, because I was in Addenbrooke’s in 
intensive care, going in and out of consciousness 
and having seizures. 

“The doctor told my mum that I could deteriorate 
very quickly; they didn’t think I was going to 
survive at one point. I lost about 25kg [nearly four 
stone] because I could hardly eat anything. I was 
really ill.” 

Six weeks later Saffra was discharged, but after a 
week she deteriorated again. “So I went back in for 
two weeks, and then I was in and out, in and out. 
Addenbrooke’s was like a second home.

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“I was devastated because I’d just got over 
the bullying. I suppose I was quite weak and 
tired, and when the swine flu attacked me I 
just got so ill so quickly that half the time I 
wasn’t very aware of much. I couldn’t move; I 
relied on the nurses to do everything.” 

For months, Saffra had to cope with fits, 
blackouts, weakness and pain. She’s been left 
with lasting nerve damage, and an 
abnormally fast heart rate. “I also have a 
vertebrae in my spine that’s twisted from a 
fall I had, where the back of my neck hit a 
radiator. At my worst point, in my last year at 
Long Road, I was collapsing six times a week. 
I’ve had over 14 concussions. 

“I still managed to get As in my A-levels, 
though,” she smiles. “I had surgery to remove 
my gall bladder just before my psychology 
exam, and I still got an A.” 

Today, Saffra continues to have regular 
check-ups at Addenbrooke’s, “but the fits 
have stopped, which is great, and I’ve stopped 
collapsing. And I’m doing more exercise now: 

I do belly dancing, which definitely helps. But 
some days I’m still just too poorly; sometimes 
I’ll just be at home in a dark room with 
migraines, being sick. 

“The worst thing is I’ve got nerve damage to 
my vegus nerve, so it means that I can’t 
tolerate very much food or drink. I’m sick 
daily, usually in the evening, which is why I 
look so gaunt. But I’m used to it now, I 
suppose. That’s what I say to everyone: when 
you get used to something, it’s not so bad. 

“But I don’t like Christmas any more,” she 
adds with a little laugh. “The two 
Christmases after it happened I was also in 
hospital, so I don’t like it at all! It just brings 
back bad memories. I prefer just to go skiing 
in the Alps now. And that’s where my book’s 
set, because I love the French Alps.” 

Saffra originally had the idea for the story 
when she was 15, “but with everything going 
on I didn’t have time to start writing it. And 
then obviously with the swine flu, you can’t 
really write when you’ve got headaches and 
you’re seeing double. So I started writing it 
when I’d just turned 17, and it took two years. 

“To begin with I didn’t think I’d get it 
published, because obviously being a rookie 
it’s very hard, especially when you’re quite 
young. Most writers are a bit older than 19!” 
But after sending it to 20 publishers, local 
company Pegasus snapped it up, “which was 
really exciting”. 

Destiny Falls follows the story of Solena, a 
competitive skier and leader of a search and 
rescue unit. “Her dad died in an avalanche 
when she was much younger, and she can’t 
really cope with it. She starts seeing people in 
the forest, and thinks she’s going a little bit 
mad, and then she starts doing some 
investigation into her dad’s life... 

“There’s jealousy, love, and some very evil 
characters,” she adds. “There’s quite a lot of 
twists in the book; you think someone’s really 
trustworthy, and then they turn out to be an 
absolute fraud.” 

Destiny Falls is the first of a trilogy; the

second book is underway, and Saffra aims to 
have it published for spring 2015. “I’m about 
halfway through the first draft,” she says. “I 
write when I can. I like writing in the 
mornings, because by the afternoons I get 
quite tired.” 

But when she’s not writing - and when she’s 
well enough - Saffra loves nothing more than 
her modelling assignments. “I started doing 
it for the confidence boost after all the 
bullying and the health issues. To begin with 
I was like ‘Why would anyone want to have 
me in a picture?’ and then I saw the photos 
and think ‘Actually I look quite sexy in that’,” 
she laughs. “No, it’s fun. I like being 
pampered and dressed up.” 

At just 5ft 2in, Saffra is on the small side to 
be a model, “so most of my work is for my 
hair, because it’s really long: I’ve modelled for 
Toni and Guy and done bridal styling. I’ve 
also done book covers, belly dancing 
websites and petite clothing ranges, because 
I’m way too small to be a catwalk model. 
They’d have to put me on massive wedges to 
make me look tall!” 

But much as she enjoys it, Saffra admits 
that her heart lies in writing. “I really hope 
that the book takes off, and what I really 
want to happen is for it to be made into a 
film, because that’s how I originally thought 
about it,” she says. “It’s very visual; it would 
make a good film.” 

So in spite of everything that’s happened to 
her, has her life actually turned out better 
than she could have hoped?” Saffra laughs. “I 
don’t really know where I would have ended 
up if I hadn’t been bullied or ill,” she muses. 
“No, I don’t think I would have ended up 
doing all this if I hadn’t been. 

“I had to thank them on a radio interview 
the other week. I said ‘Well actually if any of 
the bullies are listening, thank you, because 
you’ve made me a much tougher person’. I 
can cope with much more now.”

Five-mile charity walk around the colleges 
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Woman, 37, stole 
£55k from boss 


A WOMAN from Newmarket 
who stole £55,000 from her 
employers while working as a 
bookkeeper has been warned 
that a prison sentence is “very 
much on the cards”. 

Angela Garton, 37, of Port¬ 
land Road, Newmarket, ap¬ 
peared on Friday at Ipswich 
Crown Court after pleading 
guilty to an offence of theft 
from an employer at a previ¬ 
ous hearing. 

Garton had been working 
as a bookkeeper at Wendy 
Milbank Ltd, which is now 
known as FoodAmour, in 
Fordham Road, Newmarket. 

Prosecutor Robert Sadd 
told the court that the money, 
which totalled £55,000 had 
been taken by Garton over a 
period of almost four years.

She had used her position 
to advance funds from the ca¬ 
tering company to herself and 
before her arrest had been 
trying to pay back the money 
at the rate of £10 a week. 

The court heard that a 
Probation Service report 
had identified that Garton, a 
mother of two, had a history 
of high alcohol use and had 
been trying to address the 
problem. 

Garton, who has no pre¬ 
vious convictions, took the 
money during a four-year pe¬ 
riod between December 31, 
2009 and September 2, 2013. 

Defending, Hugh Vass said 
Garton had worked for the 


company for five years and 
was realistic about the possi¬ 
bility of being sent to prison. 

Adjourning sentencing un¬ 
til fuly 17, Mr Recorder Rich¬ 
ard Christie QC requested 
details about her alcohol use 
and personal circumstances, 
deciding the information 
was needed before a decision 
could be made on the most 
appropriate sentence to pass. 

He ordered that reports be 
obtained from Garton’s GP 
and Suffolk’s alcohol treat¬ 
ment workers. 

He said: “It may make no 
difference to the final out¬ 
come but it could have an ef¬ 
fect.” 

Garton was warned that: 
“Custody is very much on the 
cards.”

Being 

Blunt 


THE problem with James Blunt is, one moment 
you’re warming to him and the next he’s telling 
you how BMW offered him a car for a year to 
feature it in one of his videos. 

Blunt's always been a bit of an odd one. Since 
his crooning 2004 breakthrough single, You're 
Beautiful, press coverage has swerved wildly - as 
has public opinion. Mums love him, for teenage 
girls he's guilty-pleasure fodder only, if at all, and 
for anyone else dumb enough to care about what 
people think of their music taste, he's laughable. 

It's almost too easy to slate him: there's the 
plummy accent, the yacht parties, the bikini- clad 
girls, the saccharine ballads, the silly lyrics, the 
Ibiza villa complete with basement club ("Blunty's 
Nightclub Where Everybody's Beautiful" - 
seriously), the awkward TV appearances... I could 
go on. 

But he's had an unexpected turnaround in 
the last year. It started with the release of the 
dangerously catchy Bonfire Heart from his fourth 
album, Moon Landing, and it took on a whole life 
of its own once Blunt got his mitts on Twitter. He's 
been trolling his trolls, and it's absolutely brilliant. 
The guy is certifiably funny - who'd have thought 
it? When we speak - ostensibly about his return to 
Newmarket Nights (his uncle once ran the Jockey 
Club grounds as an estate manager) - he's just 
landed in Darwin, Australia on his world tour and 
tends towards being both sparing with words, and 
diplomatically restrained in his answers. 

"I had one song that was seriously overplayed 
and when a song gets overplayed it becomes 
annoying, and then people associate the artist 
with that same word," he explains pointedly when 
asked why he thinks he's been the butt of so 
much negativity. 

Is he still fond of the track in question, You're 
Beautiful There's a weighty pause before he 
replies with a protracted "Yeah": “That's the 


cornerstone of my career. It'd be a much smaller 
world tour without it; it'd be a tour of North 
London. Haha." 

The man born James Hillier Blount in Wiltshire 
40 years ago has sold more than 17 million albums 
and 20 million singles, and still can't walk down 
the street in Europe without being hounded by 
grabby fans but he seems strangely bemused 
by the fact his music strikes such a chord with a 
certain chunk of listeners: "I think I spend a lot of 
time trying to get the songs right when I'm writing 
them so they're just genuine and honest and they 
mean something to me and hopefully perhaps 
people connect with them because of that." 

Not much of a thinker you might conclude but 
Blunt becomes far less brief when it comes to his 
haters and trolls - and how he deals with them. 

"If someone calls me a one-hit wonder, it's 
worth reminding them that they're a none-hit 
wonder," he laughs shrilly. “I wouldn't say I'm 
hitting back, I'm just laughing at the way we all 
take it so seriously. Twitter is just an opinion- 
based platform. To focus on any one opinion and 
take it to heart is silly. 

"Even the fact that Twitter makes the news is 
mad really because it's some guy on his own in 
his bedroom probably with his trousers round his 
ankles firing off nasty words. 

"But I play a concert at Newmarket say, where 
there'll be 20,000 people who will turn up, some 
of them will have bought albums, they definitely 
bought those tickets, they might have booked

the GUIDE 


WE are on the brink of this year’s Cambridge News- 
backed Cambridge Summer Music Festival. 

Promising a varied series of concerts in the likes of 
King's College Chapel, churches, cobbled courtyards 
and the Fitzwilliam Museum, you'll be able to dip into 
large-scale choral works, chamber pieces and intimate 
solo recitals, jazz concerts, world music and a full 
programme for children. 

The festival marks the 100th anniversary of the start 
of the First World War, and has taken as its theme 
'brief lives'. 

Concerts will feature many works by many 
composers and poets whose lives and talents were cut 
short - including composer George Butterworth and 
poets Rupert Brooke and Wilfred Owen - and others 
who were deeply affected by the Great War, such as 


Edward Elgar and Ivor Gurney. 

An elegiac and reflective tone will be set at the 
opening Festival Chorus concert, when singers from all 
over East Anglia come together to perform at King's 
College Chapel under international choral conductor 
John Rutter. Faure's exquisite Requiem, Vaughan 
Williams' other-worldly Serenade to Music and 
Barber's Adagio will feature. 

Other concerts will explore war themes explicitly. 

In what promises to be a moving recital, entitled In 
Flanders Fields, English baritone Roderick Williams and 
pianist Gary Matthewman build their programme on 
aspects of war, ranging from its so-called 'nobility' to 
the horror of life in the trenches and the devastating 
effects of war. 

Pianist Maria Marchant takes 'Conflict and 


Memories' as the theme of her solo recital, which 
features Ravel's Le Tombeau de Couperin and 
Debussy's Berceuse Heroique (1914), including bugle 
fanfares calling soldiers to war, and his Elegie (1915), 
composed to pay tribute to the women's war effort. 

Pianist Lucy Parham and actor Henry Goodman will 
present a fascinating words-and-music programme, 
Reverie: The Life and Loves of Claude Debussy. Set in 
Paris in 1918, the First World War is the backdrop for 
the composer's life story, told in his own words. 

In another large-scale concert, the legendary 
Sir Roger Norrington will direct the Zurcher 
Kammerorchester and Zurcher Sing-Akademie in 
a performance of Bach's masterpiece, the St John 
Passion. Other well-known names gracing this year's 
festival include charismatic cellist Natalie Clein in the 


finale concert. She will perform alongside pianist Katya 
Apekisheva and violinist Fredrik Paulsson. . 

Festival favourites, the Aurora Orchestra, joined 
by Thomas Gould's new group Man Overboard, will 
showcase music from the sparkling swing era of the 
1920s and 30s and, returning by popular demand, 4 
Girls, 4 Harps will present four virtuoso harpists in full 
flight, all 40 fingers flying. 

There will also be a healthy smattering of jazz, folk 
and world music. Festival newcomers, the Vocalis 
Chamber Choir from Buffalo, New York, exemplify 
this diversity in a choral programme that ranges from 
Palestrina and Byrd, via traditional American hymns 
and sprituals, to Dolly Parton. 

Then there's the Mayor's Concert with jazz singer 
Jacqui Dankworth.

CHEF (IS, 114 mins) 

IF food be the music of love then Chef 
composes a mouth-watering symphony 
of Cuban flavours to delight the palate of 
World Cup-weary audiences, who crave 
a heart-warming drama garnished with 
gentle humour. 

Written and directed by Jon Favreau, 
this uplifting confection works to a tried 
and tested recipe of triumph against 
adversity, and taps into the rising 
popularity of food trucks as a lunchtime 
hang-out for famished American office 
workers. 

Snappily edited scenes of high-quality 
produce being transformed into plates 
of calorie-loaded deliciousness make 
any hot dogs, nachos and popcorn from 
the concessions stand look bland by 
comparison. 

Be grateful that the Smell-O-Vision and 
AromaRama systems, which heightened 
the immersive experience of films 
by releasing scents into the theatre, 
never gained traction otherwise Chef's 
114-minute running time would be 
exquisite, stomach-rumbling agony. 

By the end credits, my appetite was well 
and truly whetted for one of the film's 
Cubano pressed sandwiches filled with 
juicy roast pork, boiled ham and molten 
Swiss cheese. 

The culinary wizard responsible for this 
raging hunger is Carl Casper (Favreau), 
who is the star attraction at a Los Angeles 
restaurant owned by Riva (Dustin 
Hoffman). 

Prestigious food critic Ramsey Michel 
(Oliver Platt), who reportedly sold his 



online blog for $10 million, makes a 
reservation at the restaurant and Carl 
excitedly plans a new tasting menu with 
sous chef Tony (Bobby Cannavale), line 
cook Martin (John Leguizamo) and sassy 
hostess Molly (Scarlett Johansson). 

"You know what I would do? Play your 
hits," argues Riva and he forces Carl to 
revert to his signature dishes. 

Ramsey's poor review, which berates 
Carl for resting on his laurels, ignites a 
bitter war of words on Twitter. 

"You wouldn't know a good meal if 
it sat on your face!" the chef informs 
Ramsey. 

Their argument spirals out of control 
and Carl publicly quits his job. 

Ex-wife Inez (Sofia Vergara) invites 
Carl to accompany her and their young 
son Percy (Emjay Anthony) to Miami to 
reconnect with his roots. 

In familiar surroundings, Carl entertains 


Inez's canny suggestion of a food 
truck and the chef transforms a worn- 
out vehicle into a mobile eaterie par 
excellence with help from Percy and 
Martin. 

Chef wears its heart on its olive 
oil-spattered sleeve, establishing an 
emotional divide between Carl and his 
son, which might be bridged as they 
spend valuable time together on the road. 

Social media assumes a pivotal role in 
the script and Favreau employs sparing 
visual effects to illustrate how Percy 
builds word of mouth for the food truck 
by harnessing the power of the internet. 

Favreau and Anthony are an adorable 
pairing, and Robert Downey Jr injects 
ribald humour to his fleeting scenes as 
Inez's germ-phobic first ex-husband. 

Heartfelt scenes of confession and 
reconciliation ensure tears flow as freely 
as the overpriced vino from Riva's cellar.

A taste of 
summer 


IMAGINE stepping out on to your patio to pick 
fresh herbs for your cooking - from fragrant basil 
to accompany ripe tomatoes and mozzarella, 
coriander to sprinkle on spicy curries and salads, 
mint to add to your PimnTs or rosemary to 
sprinkle over lamb chops on the barbecue. Sounds 
idyllic doesn’t it? 

Fresh herbs are such a 
staple in today's kitchens, 
yet the shop-bought ones so 
often end up wilting on the 
windowsill before you've had 
time to use them. 

If you are planning a herb 
garden or a group of herbs 
in pots, place them near the 
kitchen where they are easily 
accessible. A small collection 
can be planted in a cartwheel 
pattern, or even in a planter 
with separate pockets, each 
segment planted with a different herb. 

On a larger scale, a bed can be divided into 
segments, each for a different herb, fringed with a 
dwarf hedge such as lavender to define the edges. 

Formal herb gardens are traditionally round or 
square, often with a clipped low-growing hedge 
around the outside and something bigger, such as 
a bay in a large pot or a sundial or birdbath, in the 


middle, with a mixture of herbs filling the space. 

Informal herb gardens are easier to tend to as 
you can mix the herbs to include both perennials 
and annuals, adding plants such as lavender and 
foxgloves to give the area a bit more colour. 

When planting a border of herbs, place the 

tallest at the back so they don't 
shade out the smaller ones. 
Angelica grows up to 2m (6ft) 
and will self-seed freely. Mint 
and lemon balm are invasive 
so should be planted in pots or 
buckets in the ground so their 
roots are confined and don't 
swamp other less vigorous 
plants. 

Groups of symmetrically 
arranged raised beds provide 
an easy and attractive way to 
cultivate a wide range of herbs 
without having to tread on soil, 
plus you can cater for the soil and watering needs 
of different herbs. 

You can just as easily grow pots of herbs on 
your patio or in a windowbox in the right situation 
and with the right soil. 

Most herbs used for cooking and for their 
fragrance are natives of the Mediterranean and 
do best in warm sunny conditions in well-drained

soil, with added grit. 

Those in containers may need daily watering in 
hot weather but some, such as basil, will resent 
going to bed at night with wet leaves or sodden 
compost, so water in the morning before they are 
in direct sunlight. 

Many herbs don't like rich, moisture-retentive 
growing conditions, so you'll need to give them 
what they need. Coriander doesn't like being 
crowded and won't thrive in cool conditions, 
parsley is greedy and requires a rich, moisture- 
retentive soil, while thyme prefers poor, very 


well-drained soil. 

Basil likes warmth and shelter but won't do well 
in searing sun, so grow it in pots of soilless potting 
compost in semi shade. 

Remove the flowers from shortlived leafy herbs 
such as chervil and basil to keep them growing 
longer and from coriander and dill if you don't 
want seeds but would rather have the leaves. 

Before too long, you should be able to pick 
aromatic, flavoursome herbs from your garden 
rather than veering towards the wilting leaves of 
the shop-bought ones on your windowsill.

Telescope sights are 
fixed on King George 


CONNECTIONS of Telescope have 
their sights firmly focused on the 
King George VI And Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes after his impressive victory at 
Royal Ascot. 

The four-year-old fulfilled his 
tall home reputation with a seven- 
length demolition of the opposition 
in the Group Two Hardwicke Stakes 
last Saturday, and Group One 
targets now beckon. 

The colt, trained by Sir Michael 
Stoute, who finished the meeting 
as leading trainer, will return to 
the Berkshire course for the mid¬ 
summer showpiece on July 26, for 
which he will be leading contender. 

“Fingers crossed, the King George 
is the plan for him,” said Harry 


Herbert, racing manager to owners 
Highclere Thoroughbred Racing. 

“As far as I know he’s come out of 
the race fine and all roads lead to 
the King George. 

“It was a terrific performance and 
to see him restore his reputation, 
not that he really needed to do that. 

“He’s a classic Sir Michael 
improver, hopefully. That’s what 
he’s showing. 

“Sir Michael has done it all 
very quietly with him. He always 
thought he’d be better at four 
with his pedigree, and his make 
and shape would suggest that to a 
degree.” 

Meanwhile, George Margarson 
expects to have Lucky Kristale 


back in work in about 10 days after 
it was discovered she had a haema- 
toma when disappointing in the 
Coronation Stakes at Royal Ascot 
last Friday. 

The Newmarket handler had 
expected a big run from last 
year’s Duchess of Cambridge and 
Lowther Stakes heroine and still 
retains faith in her. 

“She’s got a haematoma between 
her front legs. She’s 100 per cent 
sound, it’s just when the girth is 
on it that is causing her problems. 
It’s too far forward to be a pinched 
girth,” said Margarson. 

“It’s not bad enough to drain, it’s 
going to settle down on its own. 
I think it will take 10 days. We just 


don’t know how she did it. 

“She’s been bucking and kicking, 
but if you put a girth on her now she 
wouldn’t be able to stretch out. 

“It’s one of those things. We’ll just 
have to wait until it settles down. 
She won’t lose much work and then 
we will make plans for her after that. 

“We x-rayed her joints and they 
were clean. Scans and everything 
were good. 

“I see she’s been backed for the 
July Cup. It wouldn’t be beyond the 
realms of possibility, but the main 
thing is to get her right and it might 
be cutting it a bit fine for that. It’s 
less than three weeks away. 

“I’ll wait until the physio and the 
vet say we can put a saddle on her. 


“She’ll be turned out in the pad- 
dock every afternoon so she’ll be 
getting plenty of exercise on it. 

“The vet said the more exercise 
she does the better, but not with a 
saddle on. 

“All being well we’ll get her back 
before the end of the year and do 
something useful.”
